Whatever  may  be  one's  opinion  of  the 
political  institutions  which  have  supplanted 
the  monarchy  in  this  country,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  of  the  assertion  that  they  are 
proving  more  expensive  and,  inconsistent 
as  it  may  seem,  much  more  arbitrary  than 
anything  known  under  the  last  reign. 
Even  after  making  every  allowance  ior 
currency  depreciation  and  setting  one  side 
the  expenses  consequent  upon  the  recent 
naval  revolt,  the  comparison  is  still  largely 
against  the  present  system.  Not  only  has 
national  expenditure  and  the  national  debt 
largely  increased,  but  we  have  the  same 
result  in  the  finances  of  the  states  and  of 
many  municipalities,  The  new  men  are 
not  only  extravagant,  but  they  are  reckless 
of  consequences.  They  not  only  waste 
the  people's  money  on  worthless  objects, 
but  they  even  do  so  when  it  is  not  certain 
how  the  money  can  be  raised.  There  is 
of  course  but  one  end  for  such  prodigality, 
and  it  is  an  end  which  is  fast  closing  the 
record  for  all  the  reckless,  venal  govern- 
ments which  have  fought,  and  intrigued, 
and  squandered  their  wealth  on  this  conti- 
nent during  the  past  century.  As  for  the 
despotic  character  of  these  governments, 
there  is  not  a  "republic"  and  hardly  a 
district  in  South  America  which  does  not 
bear  witness  to  it.  There  has  never  been 
a  "  liberator,"  who  has  not  in  time  proved 
to  be  an  oppressor.  In  every  struggle, 
whether  for  liberation,  or  for  personal 
power,  there  have  been  exhibitions  of  in- 
justice and  savage  cruelty  which  ought 
never  to  stain  the  record  of  a  republic. 
Had  the  people  really  comprehended  the 
character  and  purposes  of  the  institutions 
for  which  they  were  nominally  fighting, 
such  barbarities  could  never  have  hap- 
pened. The  people,  or  more  correctly 
their  political  chiefs,  have  decided  that  the 
republic  is  to  be  their  future  form  of  gov- 
ernment, and  the  true  patriot  must  therefore 
make  the  best  of  it.  Although  the  real 
republic  is  impossible  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances, something  must  be  made  of 
the  imitation  which  will  secure  somedegree 
of  liberty  and  security  for  the  people.  And 
it  is  to  this  end  that  the  attention  of  the 
Brazilian  legislator  is  invited.  He  may 
feel  that  his  people  are  free  and  indepen- 
dent, and  that  nothing  now  bars  their 
march  to  prosperity  and  greatness,  but  let 
him  not  be  deceived.  The  most  serious 
danger  that  can  threaten  any  people  is  that 
of  official  tyranny,  the  abuse  of  power  by 
an  unscrupulous  and  irresponsible  class 
which  considers  itself  licensed  to  oppress 
and  rob  by  virtue  of  its  official  position. 
Until  this  abuse  of  power  is  corrected  and 
strict  responsibility  is  enforced,  good  gov- 
ernment will  be  simply  impossible.  At 
the  present  moment,  half  a  dozen  of  the 
state  governments  in  Brazil  are  in  confu- 
sion and  dispute.  In  nearly  every  case  the 
situation  sprang  from  some  usurpation  of 
authority,  or  some  act  of  oppression.  The 
problem,  therefore,  is  not  how  to  settle 
these  disputes,  but  how  to  prevent  them ; 


not  to  decide  who  represents  legality,  but 
what  to  do  with  those  who  usurp  and 
oppress.  Justice  must  of  course  be  the 
foundation  of  all  government,  and  it  should 
be  the  basis  of  all  law  ;  but  there  can  be 
no  justice  where  the  rights  and  wishes  of 
the  people  are  disregarded,  ami  where 
violence  is  made  the  arbitrator  in  every 
dispute.  The  laws  must  be  explicit  ami 
supreme,  they  must  be  founded  upon  jus- 
tice, and  every  citizen,  official  as  well  as 
others,  must  be  obliged  to  obey.  Congress 
should  therefore  legislate,  not  for  a  party, 
but  for  the  whole  people ;  and  it  should 
seek  to  encourage  peace  and  industry  in 
order  that  the  people  may  be  contented 
and  prosperous.  Uniforms  and  Mauser 
rifles  will  never  make  Brazil  a  well-governed 
and  progressive  nation  ;  but  just  laws  and 
an  honest,  impanial  government  will  cer- 
tainly contribute  much  to  that  end.  It  is 
essential,  therefore,  that  the  states  and 
municipalities  should  be  provided  with 
carefully  considered  laws  which  will 
determine  their  powers  and  responsibilities, 
and  at  the  same  time  restrict  every  abuse 
of  power.  There  should  be  a  limit  to  their 
power  to  contract  debt,  to  impose  taxes,  to 
seize  property,  and  to  interfere  with  the 
liberty  of  the  citizen.  The  "bill  of  rights" 
in  the  constitution  is  not  enough.

CLEVELAND  ON  ARBITRATION. 

Baron  Rio  Branco,  the  Brazilian  plenipotentiary 
on  the  boundary  line  dispute,  considered  ami  de- 
termined by  President  Cleveland,  presented  liis 
letters  of  recall  to  the  President  at  noon  yesterday. 
Acting  Secretary  of  Slate  Ulil  presented  the  baron, 
Secretary  Gresham  being  out  ol  the  city.  The 
baron  was  accompanied  by  Gen.  Cerqueira,  Ad- 
miral Guillo'nel,  and  three  secretaties  of  the  Bra- 
zilian legation. 

Baron  Rio  Branca,  in  presenting  his  Utter  of 
recall,  said; 

Mr.  President  :  The  award  rendered  by  your 
Excellency  on  the  boundary  question,  submitted 
for  arbitration  by  my  government  and  that  of  the 
Argentine  republic,  under  the  treaty  of  the  7th  of 
September,  1889,  has  fulfilled  the  object  of  the 
special  mission  which,  during  nearly  two  years,  T 
have  had  the  good  fortune  to  discharge,  in  con 
junction  with  Gen.  Cerqueira,  near  the  person  of 
your  Excellency.  Thus,  I  have  now  the  honor  to 
present  two  letters  from  the  President  ol  tlie 
United  States  of  Brazil,  in  one  of  which  he  ex- 
presses his  appreciation  and  that  of  the  Brazilian 
nation  for  the  gracious  solicitude  with  which  your 
Excellency,  in  lite  midst  of  grave  duties  pertaining 
to  your  high  office,  examined  and  determined  the 
question  submitted  to  your  decision,  and  in  the 
other  of  which  he  gives  notice  of  the  recall  o[  the 
two  ministers  on  special  mission  entrusted  with 
the  advocation  ol  the  rights  of  Brazil. 

The  Solution  of  this  ancient  controversy  was 
certainly  a  happy  and  an  honorable  event  t«r  the 
two  friendly  nations  which  had  recourse  to  the 
enlightened  and  impartial  judgment  of  your  Ex- 
cellency. The  congratulations  exchanged  between 
the  Pnvdenls  of  the  Iwo  republics  clearly  demon- 
strate lint  your  Excellency's  decision  was  received 
in  boili  i\iih  satisfaction,  inasmuch  as,  by  the  re- 
moval  1  fa  cause  of  possible  discoid  and  complica- 
tion, it  contributes  powerfully  toward  the  consoli- 
dation of  peace  and  toward  strengthening  the 
relations  of  amity  and  good  neighborhood  between 
the  two  nations. 

It  is  gratifying  to  he  able  to  record  this  new 
triumph  of  the  principle  so  reasonable  and  humane 
ol  international  aibitration,  the  practice  of  which, 
always  earnestly  advocated  by  the  United  States  of 
America,  lias  become  more  frequent  in  our  day  and 
marks  one  of  the  greatest  advances  in  our  modem 
law  of  nations, 

Mr.  President,  in  having  now  the  honor  to 
address  you  for  the  last  time  in  my  official  capacity, 
I  beg  leave  to  express  our  recognition  of  the  kind- 
ness which  we  have  received  in  this  country  and 
to  assure  your  Excellency  lhat  in  the  discharge  of 
my  duties  I  have  spared  no  efforts  to  merit  the 
honor  of  your  good  will  and  confidence.  I  will 
consider  always  as  the  happiest  and  the  best  em- 
ployed of  my  public  life  the  years  in  which  I  was 
allowed  to  serve  my  country  and  the  cause  of 
justice  in  the  midst  of  the  great  American  people 
so  wotthily  presided  over  by  your  Excellency  (or 
the  second  time.  I,  myself,  as  well  as  the  other 
members  of  the  Brazilian  special  mission,  will 
ever  keep  in  grateful  remembrance  our  sojourn  in 
this  country,  and  in  now  taking  leave  of  your  Ex- 
cellency we  beg  you  to  be  pleased  to  accept  our 
warmest  and  most  cordial  wishes  (or  the  welfare  of 
your  Excellency  and  for  the  continued  prosperity 
oi  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  President  replied  as  follows; 

Mr.  Minister,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  tne  to  re- 
ceive front  your  hands  the  letter  whereby  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  Brazil  expresses 
in  his  name  and  lhat  of  the  Brazilian  nation  the 
appreciation  of  my  action  in  consenting  to  consider 
and  determine  the  question  of  boundaries  between 
your  country  and  the  Argentine  republic,  which 
was  submitted  to  me  as  arbitrator  by  the  joint 
choice  of  the  two  parties  concerned  in  the 
contention. 

The  United  States  has  long  and  earnestly  advo- 
cated the  resort  to  international  arbitration  in 
settlement  of  differences  which  may  not  be  amen- 
able to  the  ordinary  methods  of  diplomatic  treat, 
menl,  especially  for  the  adjustment  of  controversies 
depending  largely  upon  historical  facts  and 
determinable  upon  competent  evidence  and  under 
rules  akin  to  those  which  obtain  in  judicial  proce- 
dure.    Lending  their  example,  as  they  have  done 


\  many  occasions,  by  themselves  resorting  to 
tllll  honorable  ami  humane  forum,  the  United 
States,  through  their  chief  magistrate,  could  do  no 
less  than  give  their  assistance  to  other  friendly 
slates  in  furthering  a  like  disposition  of  controver- 
sies arising  between  them  ;  and  hence  it  was  not 
alone  a  gratifying  pleasure  to  me  to  assume  the 
grave  personal  responsibility  tendered  to  me  by 
Brazil  and  the  Argentine  republic,  but  it  was  also 
in  a  high  sense  the  fulfilment  of  an  international 
duty  toward  two  friendly  slates,  which  it  behooved 
the  president  of  the  United  States  to  perform  in 
the  interest  of  peace  and  good  relationship  on  the 
western  hemisphere. 

During  the  long  period  of  my  consideration  of 
the  interesting  questions  involved  in  the  Missiones 
boundary  dispute,  it  has  been  my  pood  fortune  to 
maintain  agreeable  personal  relations  with  the 
envoys  of  the  two  countries  who  had  been  intrusted 
by  ihelr  respective  governments  with  the  presents' 
lion  of  their  cases  and  the  evidence  and  arguments 
In  support  thereof.  Now  that  their  labors  ami 
mine  in  this  respect  are  ended,  and  the  special 
mission  that  has  called  you  hither  is  appropriately 
closed,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  receive  your  letters 
Of  recall  prior  to  your  return  to  your  country.  1 
trust  that  you  ami  your  esteemed  colleague,  Gen, 
Cerqueira,  wtll  carry  with  you  no  less' agreeable 
memories  than  those  yon  leave  here  In  official  and 
social  circles.  To  the  friendly  assurances  hereto- 
fine  given  of  the  attachment  of  this  government 
and  my  countrymen  for  the  sister  republics  of 
South  America,  1  am  gratified  at  the  opportunity 
to  add  renewed  expression,  and  I  beg  that  upon 
your  return  you  will  convey  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  of  Brazil  my  best  wishes  that  peace 
and  prosperity  may  long  be  Hie  portion  of  that 
country. 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

—Cholera  appears  to  have  quite  disappeared  at 
Buenos  Aires. 

—The  new  census  in  Argentina  was  taken  on 
the  10th  inst. 

—According  to  a  Buenos  Aires  telegram  the 
Argentine  national  guard  has  been  increased  to 
492,000  men  by  recent  enlistments. 

—In  his  recent  message  to  congress  President 
Unburii  congratulates  the  country  on  the  peaceful 
termination  of  the  Misiones  boundary  question, 
and  expresses  a  hope  that  the  boundary  dispute 
between  Argentina  and  Chili  may  be  settled  in  the 
same  way. 

—The  Argentine  government  has  refused  to 
allow  the  Central  Argentine  railway  to  reduce  its 
tariffs  on  merchandise  for  the  Cnyu  provinces,  via 
the  Andine  railway,  as  this  would  be  prejudicial  to 
certain  guaranteed  railways.  The  prejudice  to 
the  people  does  not  seem  to  be  considered. 

—It  is  believed  that  the  present  session  of  ihe 
Argentine  Congress  will  he  an  exciting  one.  The 
radicals  are  determined  to  oppose  the  present 
government  by  every  means  in  their  power.  Roea 
is  spoken  of  as  president  ol  the  senate,  and  will 
probably  take  full  charge  ol  the  affairs  of  the 
Urihuiu  government.  The  on  Hook  is  certainly 
not  promising. 

—The  Paragiifiynn  custom-house  receipts  for 
1S04  were  $3,813,619,  as  against  $4,309,232  in 
Sj3,  a  decrease  of  $495,613.  The  general  revenue 
from  taxes  for  1S94  was  $4,547,135,  against 
$5,607,265  in  1893,  a  decrease  ol  $1,060,130.  The 
imports  for  1894  amounted  to  $2,222,202  gold  and 
the  exports  to  $11,270,985  paper  at  614  per  cent, 
say  $1,835,665  gold,  whilst  the  returns  for  1893 
were  imports  $2,533,298  gold,  exports  $7,394,805 
paper  at  615  per  cent,  say  $1,229,968  gold. 

—The  Argentine  squadron  of  evolution  needs 
a  special  target  for  gun  practice.  The  steamer 
Dunkeld  which  sank  almost  at  the  entrance  of  the 
River  Plate,  and  which  constitutes  a  real  danger 
to  navigation,  should  be  a  splendid  target  for  any 
squadron  of  evolution,  with  the  advantage  that 
should  the  firing  he  good  and  the  aim  tolerable,  a 
real  benefit  would  be  conferred  upon  navigation. 
The  torpedo  flotilla  might  take  the  hint  and  try 
the  destructive  powers  of  the  Whiteheads  on  the 
sunken  hull.—  Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

—Tlie  following  figures  in  connection  with  the 
Madero  port  are  of  considerable  interest,  as  they 
show  how  the  port  is  increasing  in  importance  :  — 
During  the  first  quarter  of  1892  152  steamers  with 
377,136  tons  of  merchandise  entered,  in  the  same 
period  of  1893  223  steamers  entered  with  491,1:06 
tons,  in  1894  215  steamers  with  519,077  tons,  and 
in  1S95  242  sleamers  with  591,391  tons.  Accord- 
ing to  the  larifT  which  is  in  force  the  revenue  for 
tlie  past  quarter  amounts  to  about  6285,000  gold, 
and  to  this  amount  must  be  added  the  dues  for 
sai'ing  vessels,  etc.  —  Review,  Buenos  Aires. 

—The  proverb  is  an  old  one  (doctors  differ,  etc,,) 
but  it  is  seldom  indeed  that  there  is  such  a  startling 
difference  between  ihem  as  lhat  shown  in  a  recent 
suspicious  case  on  board  a  ship  just  arrived  from  Rio. 
She  carried  with  her  an  Argentine  medical  officer, 
who  certified  that  the  patient  had  died  horn  cerebral 
hemorrhage  ;  the  post  mortem  conducted  by  the 
Oriental  officers  is  snid  to  have  shown  that  the 
death  was  the  result  of  yellow  fever.  01  course, 
we  speak  as  laymen,  and  there  may  be  a  remark- 
able resemblance  between  the  symptoms  of  lite 
two  diseases  :  if  not  the  swearing  must  have  been 
unusually  hard  on  either  one  side  or  the  other.— 
Review,  Buenos  Aires,  April  20. 

— We  have  not  had  much  to  record  to  the  credit 
of  President  Borda  of  late,  so  we  .lie  glad  V  be 
able  to  say  lhat  he  gave  a  peremptory  refusal  to 
a  large  number  of  applications  (or  "official  pas- 
sages" made  to  him  just  before  tlie  holidays. 
Thus  those  who  wanted  to  make  holiday  trips  and 
picnics,  were  obliged  to  do  so  al  their  own  ex- 
pense and  not  at  the  expense  of  the  stale.  This 
was  one  of  the  minor  abuses  that  he  put  an  end  to 
on  commencing  his  presidency,  and  we  are  [4 lad  to 
say  that  he  has  adhered  to  his  decision— a  decision, 
by  the  bye,  more  popular  in  outside  than  in 
"official  "circles,  though  lhat  is  generally  the  case 
with  ihe  reform  of  abuses. — Montevideo  Times, 
April  14. 


— The  Diana  of  Buenos  Aires  is  advocating 
Obligatory  military  service.  II  iherfl  could  be 
such  a  thing  as  obligatory  work  imposed  upon  tlie 
Argentine  people,  it  would  be  much  better.  The 
greatest  danger  for  that  country  is  not  to  be  found 
in  its  ignorance  of  military  science,  but  in  the  dis- 
inclinalion  of  the  Aigentine  people  in  manual  labor. 

— Sefior  Beisso,  a  druggist  of  Montevideo, 
obtained  a  contract  lo  mint  one  million  dollars  in 
silver  coins  lor  the  Oriental  government.  The 
coinage  was  done  in  the  mini  ol  this  city,  and  the 
whole  business  might  have  been  made  direct  from 
government  to  government,  but  that  is  not  how 
mailers  are  concluded  in  these  climes,  and  a  Mr. 
Beisso  thus  became  indispensable.  The  druggist 
in  question  has  concluded  his  business  and  he  is 
apparently  satisfied  with  the  result,  fir,  if  report 
be  true,  he  is  about  to  purchase  ihe  properly 
where  President  Borda  resides  with  the  view  of 
presenting  it  to  ihe  hcalaire  as  n  mark  of  recog. 
nition  or  gratitude  for  the  contract  given  him,— 
Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

—The  decree  raising  quarantine  from  all  ports 
was,  at  last,  published  yesterday,  and  as  usual  in 
all  such  matters,  the  effect  of  good  measures  is 
destroyed  by  impossible  clauses,  one  ol  which 
stipulates  that  Buenos  Aires  in  the  "only  port" 
in  Argentina  where  vessels  can  perform  quaran- 
tine. It  simply  means  that  if  a  vessel  arrives  at 
Bahia  Blanca  or  even  at  Ushnaia,  capita]  of  Tierra 
del  Fuego,  diiect  from  Europe  or  anywhere  else 
and  the  captain  reports  illness  011  board  of  an  in- 
fectious  character,  the  vessel  must  weigh  anchor 
and  proceed  to  Buenos  Aires  to  lie  under  the 
orders  of  the  health  board,  It  seems  as  if  the 
squadron  of  evolution  will  have  10  be  ordered  to 
Ushuaia  to  enforce  compliance  with  such  orders, 
—  Times,  Buenos  Aires,  April  20, 

—The  colonists  ol  Santa  Ft*  are  no  lovers  of 
Governor  Leiva,  and  the  commercial  community 
ol  Rosario  is  equally  unfavorable  to  him.  Since 
his  advent  to  power,  taxation  throughout  the  pro- 
vince has  increased  to  a  decree  which  threatens  to 
paralyse  and  even  ruin  production  in  the  province  ■ 
several  colonists  have  been  compelled  to  realize 
their  holdings  in  view  of  the  impossibility  to  bear 
Ihe  ever-increasing  taxation,  and  the  demand  for 
colonization-lands  has  almost  ceased  owing  to  the 
same  causes.  Hired  and  indirect  taxation  in  the 
shipping  and  commercial  centres  follows  the  same 
course  as  in  the  colonies,  while  the  Impecuniosity 
of  the  government  becomes  chronic,  the  increased 
revenue  evaporates  mysteriously,  and  ihe  credit 
assets  of  the  province  are  negotiated  for  an  old 
song.—  Times,  Buenos  Aires,  April  23. 

—The  offer  made  by  President  Borda  to  me- 
diate in  the  affairs  ol  Km  Grande  has  not  produced 
a  good  result.  Ii  has  been  severely  criticised  by 
both  Argentine  and  Brazilian  papers  as  being  im- 
proper, coming  as  it  does  from  a  parly  that  can 
neither  he  impartial  nor  disinterested  in  the  mat- 
ter, for  even  recently  the  Uruguayan  government 
has  been  selling  ammunition  to  the  combatants. 
It  also  stems  lhat  the  Brazilian  minister  in  Buenos 
Aires  has  publicly  used  some  slrong  expressions 
about  it,  qualifying  it  as  an" impertinent  attempt  to 
interfere  in  ihe  internal  affairs  of  a  neighboring 
state.  Brazil  is  competent  to  settle  the  matter 
without  the  officious  assistance  ol  Sr.  Borda. 
These  expressions  are  believed  to  have  given  rise 
to  the  telegram  from  President  Moraes  peremp- 
torily calling  Dr.  Abbott  to  Rio  Janeiro.  The 
general  opinion  is  lhat  Sr.  Borda  has  taken  a  false 
siep  and  laid  himself  open  to  a  decided  "snub." 
If  this  serves  to  reduce  the  ideas  of  his  self-im- 
portance, good  will  have  come  out  of  evil.—  Mon- 
tevideo Times,  Apillg. 

—Even  the  municipal  elections  of  the  province 
cannot  lie  allowed  to  pass  without  bloodshed.  On 
Sunday  last,  almost  on  ihe  confines  of  the  city  of 
Buenos  Aires,  in  South  Barracas,  ihe  usual  thing 
happened.  Nobody  ever  knows  who  fired  first  ; 
no  one  ever  knows,  until  the  firing  begins,  that 
any  one  is  armed,  although  one  would  fancy  it 
difficult  to  conceal  a  Remington  rifle.  The  firing 
goes  on  in  a  desultory  kind  of  way  for  some  time, 
and  the  police  look  on.  Two  or  three  men,  against 
whom  nobody  has  a  grudge,  fall  dead  or  desper- 
ately wounded,  and  the  firing  ceases.  Nobody 
knows  what  it  began  about  :  nobody  can  say  what 
end  it  has  served:  but  human  life  is  sacrificed 
needlessly,  and  another  argument  put  in  the 
mouths  of  those  who  hate  freedom,  and  who  would 
deny  to  the  people  the  right  ot  self-government, 
The  president  over  the  election  in  this  case  was  a 
foreigner,  one  who,  contrary  to  the  general  rule, 
look  some  little  interest  in  public  affairs.  He  has 
intimated  since  that  it  is  the  last  election  with 
which  he  will  have  anything  to  do.  Thus  the 
services  of  good  men  are  lost,—  Review,  Buenos 
Aires,  April  20. 

—  In  spite  of  the  advent  of  cold  weather,  cholera 
still  bangs  about.  There  are  not  many  cases, 
indeed  there  never  have  been  very  many,  hut  it 
has  not  left  us  yet.  It  is  stated  to  have  broken  out 
severely  among  the  Japanese  Iroops  in  various 
places,  and  in  this  and  other  ways  it  will  probably 
be  kept  going  in  Asia  and  Europe  during  the 
whole  of  their  summer.  There  is  no  reason  lo 
suppose  that  we  are  going  lo  gtt  rid  of  it  easily, 
and  our  sanitary  authorities  would  do  well  to  look 
to  their  work  during  the  winter,  so  lhat  summer 
may  not  find  us  again  unprepared.  The  utter  use- 
lessness  of  quarantine  has  been  proved  over  and 
over  again,  and  it  is  to  be  Imped  that  we  have 
seen  Die  last  of  it,  Quarantine  does  not  exclude, 
and  it  inspires  a  false  feeling  of  security,  thus  pre- 
venting  the  introduction  of  many  necessary  reforms. 
If  the  disclosures  regarding  bines  island  di>  not 
lead  to  the  abolition  of  the  pest-house  there,  ihen 
the  rulers  of  ihe  neighboring  republic  musl  be 
more  entirely  lost  to  shame  than  appears  possible, 
Meantime,  the  revival  of  choleia  in  Concordia  has 
caused  serious  trouble  to  the  saladeros  on  the 
Handa  Oriental  side  of  the  Uruguay.  The  owners 
had  their  contracts  already  made,  as  some  relaxa- 
tion in  the  quarantine  regulations  had  been  allowed 
as  regarded  ihe  importation  ol  live  cattle.  But 
the  renewed  outbreak  in  Concordia,  where  several 
deaths  have  occurred  during  the  last  week,  has 
caused  quarantine  to  be  again  imposed  with  all  its 
stringency,  and  the  saiadenstas  are  the  sufferers.

claims  in  (he  treasury  public  employes  who,  without 
trial,  were  dismissed  on  the  ground  of  being 
traitors  to  the  republic.  In  support  of  his  motion 
Deputy  Serzedello  described  the  precarious  situa- 
tion of  the  families  of  the  sufierers. 

May  7.—  Senate.—  Bar3o  do  Ladario  said  that 
last  year  the  Senate  bad  addressed  a  communication 
to  the  government  asking  for  a  list  of  soldiers  and 
civilians  that  had  been  shot  by  order  of  [tie  govern- 
ment. On  [he  18th  of  December  the  minister  of 
war  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  republic  re. 
plied  that  instructions  lind  been  sent  to  the  com- 
manders of  the  military  districts  to  furnish  [lie 
information  required.  Up  to  [lie  present  no  such  in- 
formation has  reached  the  Senate.  Thousands  of 
Brazilians  are  reduced  to  penury  hy  the  silence  of 
the  government,  which  in  its  unwillingness  to  ex- 
pose the  criminals,  is  withholding  official  informa- 
tion on  the  subject.  The  senator  took  occasion  to 
say  that  he  was  utterly  opposed  to  military  govern- 
ments, to  military  insurrections  and  to  military 
politicians.  The  first  duty  of  a  mililary  man  is  to 
obey  orders,  and,  if  in  1889  Marshal  Floriano 
Peixoto,  who  then  held  a  confidential  office  under 
the  cabinet  of  Visconde  de  Ouro  Prelo,  wished  to 
overthrow  the  government,  lie  should  first  ha 
not  only  resigned  his  place  as  adjutant-general  of 
the  army,  but  also  thrown  up  his  commission  as  a 
military  officer.  So  much  importance  does  the 
speaker  attach  to  military  discipline  that  he  would 
not  have  hesitated  lo  serve  under  Marshal  Floriano 
Peixoto,  though  condemning  his  conduct,  against 
the  revolutionary  squadron.  But  in  this  case  he 
would  not  have  accepted  illegitimate  compensation 
for  his  services,  nor  would  lie  have  permitted 
prisoners  lo  be  taken  from  his  ship  for  the  purpose 
of  being  murdered.  He  concluded  by  introducing 
bills  granting  amnesty  to  civilians  implicated  in 
the  revolution  and  for  regulating  the  payment  of 
the  claims  of  the  families  of  victims.— Chamber  of 
Defm/ies.— The  Chamber  was  still  unable  to  or- 
ganize  for  want  of  a  quorum.  Deputy  Jose" 
Carlos  introduced  a  bill  reducing  [n  one  year  the 
period  for  which  coast  navigation  is  permitted  to 
foreign  vessels. 

MAY  8,—  Senate.  —Senator  Joao  Barbalho  moved 
lo  appoint  a  committee  for  regulating  the  distri- 
bution o(  federal  troops  among  the  states.  In  ihe 
preainblMo  the  motion  he  states  that  experience 
uas  demonstrated  Ihat  the  presence  of  extraneous 
official  influences  supported  by  armed  force  pre- 
vents the  states  from  governing  themselves  in 
conformity  with  (lie  federative  system.  Barao  do 
Ladario  introduced  a  bill  for  merging;  into  a  single 
school  all  the  existing  military  schools. — Chamber 
of  Deputies.— -This  house  was  still  without  a 
quorum. 

May  9,— Senate.—  Baiao  do  Ladario  moved  that 
the  official  information  relative  to  ihe  shooting,  or 
rather  murder,  of  officers  of  ihe  army  and  navy 
should  be  published  in  the  Diana  Official.  In  his 
speech  in  defence  of  his  motion  he  alluded  to  ihe 
revolution  of  Nov.  15th,  1S89,  ami  undertook  to 
prove  on  a  fitting  occasion  that  the  plot  from  which 
that  revolt!' ion  resulted  had  not  originally  con- 
templated any  change  in  lite  form  of  government. 
After  voting  the  baron's  motion  Ihe  Senate  elected 
its  standing  committees. — Chamber  of  Deputies. — 
In  the  name  of  the  opposition  Deputy  Zatna 
appealed  to  ihe  leader  ol  the  government 
deputies  to  modify  the  resolution  of  re-electing  the 
officers  who  served  during  the  previous  session. 
Any  other  combination,  he  said,  would  satisfy  the 
opposition,  which,  unless  the  government  deputies 
acceded  lo  this  proposal,  would  not  assist  in 
making  a  quorum.  He  added,  however,  that,  il 
the  government  deputies  succeeded  in  organizing 
the  house  without  the  assistance  of  the  opposition 
members,  Ihe  lalter  would  not  continue  lo  absent 
themselves.  In  a  speech  declining  to  accede  to 
the  demands  of  the  opposition  Deputy  Glycerio 
made  some  statements  which  it  is  well  lo  put  on 
record,  One  of  these  statements  is  that,  in  his 
opinion,  the  government  of  Jnlo  "de  Castilhos  is 
just  as  legal  as  that  of  President  Prudcnte  de 
Moraes.  Another  of  bis  statements  is  that  the 
election  of  Deputy  Serzedello  to  congress  was  a 
triumph  of  federalism  in  this  country,  in  which  a 
reaction  in  favor  of  the  federalists  have  resulted 
from  the  severe  measures  to  which  President  Flor- 
iano Peixoto  resorted  to  in  making  war  on  the 
revolutionists,

Way  10. — Senate. — Baiao  do  Ladario  warmly 
expressed  iiis  indignation  at  the  false  reports  made 
to  the  government  by  commanders  in  regard  to 
military  murders  committed  in  their  respective 
districts.

There  resulted  a  fight  in 
which  several  persons  on  both  sides  were  wounded, 
some  of  them  dangerously. 

—In  an  address  couched  in  the  most  compli- 
mentary  terms,  students  of  the  Pernambuco  law 
school  inform  ex-congressman  Seabra  that  they 
have  selected  him  to  be  their  paranymph  at  the 
official  net  of  conferring  (he  degrees  granted  by 
that  school.  The  address  is  signed  by  154 
students. 


—The  governor  and  legislature  o[  Piauhy  seem 
(o  be  at  loggerheads,  and  the  lieutenant  governor 
telegraphs  from  Mornnhao  that  the  legislature  in 
its  hostility  to  the  governor  has  cancelled  his  (the 
lieutenant-governor's)  indefinite  leave  of  absence 
and  has  voted  to  deprive  him  of  the  office  that  was 
conferred  on  him  by  the  people. 

— It  is  a-serted  that  the  epidemic  of  yellow  fever 
which  has  appeared  in  Campinas,  Sao  Paulo,  is 
now  steadily  declining.  A  local  paper  gives  the 
mortality  for  April  at  191,  against  114  last  year, 
146  in  1893  and  389  in  1892,  from  all  causes.  In 
1889  the  April  mortality  was  863.  The  population 
of  the  town  is  estimated  ot  twenty  thousand. 

—A  conflict  has  now  arisen  in  Piauhy,  the  slate 
legislature  having  undertaken  to  cancel  the  au- 
thority of  the  vice-governor.  How  lids  is  to  be 
done  without  a  formal  impeachment,  is  not  clear  ; 
but  the  political  agitators  do  not  seem  to  be 
troubled  by  any  such  obstacles.  They  do  what 
they  please  without  any  regard  to  law  or  the 
constitution, 

—  At  the  congressional  election  held  in  the  state 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  the  5th  inst.  Dr.  Mauoel 
Queiroz  de  Mattoso  Ribeiro  was  chosen  senator 
and  Dr.  Julio  Verissimo,  deputy.  In  the  circular 
issued  by  the  senator-elect  when  he  presented

—Complaint*  continue  to  l>e  made  of  the  failure 
ol  the  noitoffice  to  deliver  mall  waiter,  Tlieste 
complainti  extend  to  uovernmeiit  office*,  one  of 
which,  the  war  department,  lias  issued  instruction! 
for  the  janitors  of  subordinate  bureaux  10  j>ive 
receipt*  for  mail  matter  delivered,  no  tlint  it  may 
he  poisihle  to  leant  who  is  responsible  lor  that 
which  it  missing, 

—In  regard  lo  tlie  cnae  ol  Jos<5  Jonquim  da 
Kocha,  collector  of  the  Hnnco  da  Republic*,  who 
disappeared  on  the  first  ol  April,  leaving  a  ihorUuo 
t>f  69,3a9;jooo,  Dr.  Karros  llarreto,  second  assts- 
1ant  delegate  of  the  chief  of  police,  reports  tlint,  in 
spite  of  alt  the  efforts  made  by  the  police,  it  lias 
not  been  able  io  discover  the  whereabouts  nf 
Rochn,  who,  he  reinniks,  appears  to  have  made 
his  escape,  or  perhaps  committed  suicide. 

—In  Its  proposals  for  the  army  and  navy  bills 
the  government  asks  for  28,160  soldiers,  [,200 
cadets  at  the  military  schools,  200  for  the  Ser- 
jeants' school,  4,000  marines,  1,000  stokers,  3,000 
naval  apprentices  and  400  soldiers  for  the  Iwt'nlinn 
of  marine  infantry.  It  seems  to  us  that  so  large  a 
force  is  scarcely  consistent  with  the  policy  of  re- 
trenchment and  moderation,  which  the  President 
asserts  in  his  message  is  the  basis  of  his  adminis- 
trative programme. 

— Some  days  ago  a  man  claiming  to  belong  to 
the  telegraph  service  called  at  the  residence  of  D. 
Maria  Emilia  Fialho  at  No.  4  Praia  do  Flamengn 
and  asked  for  permission,  which  was  granted,  to 
ascend  to  the  house-top  far  the  purpose  of  repair, 
ing  a  wire.  After  he  had  left  it  was  found  that 
jewelry  ol  the  value  of  I4,ooo$ooo  had  disappeared, 
A.  man  identified  by  D.  Maria  and  one  nf  her 
servants  has  been  arrested  by  the  police  as  the 
author  of  the  robbery. 

— No  one,  we  think,  can  doubt  that  the  present 
misfortunes  of  Brazil  are,  in  a  great  measure,  due 
to  the  widespread  want  of  confidence  in  the  prac- 
tical utility  of  the  principles  of  honor,  justice  and 
morality.  There  is  likewise  no  doubt  that  this 
deleterious  feeling  is  woefully  strengthened  by  the 
attempt  to  conceal  the  atrocious  crimes  perpetrated 
under  the  cover  of  martial  law  and  by  the  impunity 
of  the  persons  by  whom  those  crimes  were  com- 
mitted. The  charges  made  against  the  late  gov- 
ernment and  its  agents  are  too  serious  and  are 
supported  by  evidence  too  strong  to  justify  their 
being  treated  with  contempt,  and  consequently 
every  one  who  desires  the  welfare  of  the  country 
should  co-operate  with  Baroo  do  Ladario  in  his 
demand  for  an  impartial,  dispassionate  and  thor- 
ough investigation  of  the  matter.

—  The  export  of  coffee  from  Baliia  during 
the  first  quarter  of  the  current  year  was  86,504 
bags.  ■"* 

—  The  export  of  coffee  from  Espirito  Santo 
during  April  aggregated  34,709  hags,  officially 
valued  at  2, 394,943$  166,  which  paid  iSo.OQ4$7i6 
in  export  duties  at  Victoria  and  lo^ZQSJdfjd  at 
other  revenue  offices. 

—Under  the  presidency  of  Councillor  Alfonso 
Penna,  commissioner  for  Minus  Geraes,  the  com- 
missioners for  that  slate  and  those  of  Espirito 
Santo  and  S.  Paulo  hetd  on  Saturday  their  first 
conference  on  the  coffee  tax  at  the  federal  treasury 
building  in  this  city.  The  second  conference  will 
probably  he  held  to-day  and  it  is  said  that  the 
commissioners  have  requested  the  governor  o|  the 
state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  appoint  a  commissioner 
to  represent  his  state  on  this  occasion.

of  money  upon  the  high  seas  or  from  port  to  port 
in  the  United  Stales  or  from  purls  in  the  United 
States  to  countries  or  ports  in  Central  or  South 
America,  and  between  any  1101 1  therein.  The 
capital  stock  is  $500,000.  The  underlnking  (a 
backed  by  some  nf  llie  shrewdest  business  men  in 
the  United  States.—  Huenos  Aires  Herald. 

—  For  some  years  past  it  has  been  found  possi- 
hie  to  woik  certain  gold  mines  in  Brazil  at  n  small 
profit  by  menus  of  the  "  cynnide  process,"  By 
any  other  known  |lloce«l  they  would  be  profitless, 
mid  would  have  to  be  abandoned.  It  is  manifest, 
therefore,  that  it  is  for  the  interests  of  the  country 
that  the  materials  needed  for  this  process  should 
be  admitted  and  transported  to  the  mines  on  the 
most  favorable  terms,  Recently  one  of  the  mining 
companies  in  Minns  Geraes  imported  n  large  quan- 
tity ol  cyanide  for  the  purpose  of  working  up  some 
poor  gold-bearing  material.  The  duties  are  high, 
but  even  with  this  it  was  possible  to  secure  a  small 
profit.  When  the  cyanide  was  dispatched  on  the 
Central  railway,  however,  the  officials  ol  that  road 
classified  the  article  as  an  explosive,  and  obliged 
the  shippers  to  pay  the  special  rate  charged  on 
dynamite,  winch  so  increased  its  cost  as  to  com- 
pletely destroy  every  chance  ol  using  it  at  a  profit. 
If  the  decision  stands,  it  will  necessitate  the  com- 
plete suspension  of  many  small  mining  enterprises 
in  Minas  Geraes. 


Financial  Notes 


Business  Notes 

—In  one  of  the  important  Argentine  provinces, 
the  authorities  have  undertaken  to  squeeze  more 
revenue  out  of  the  poor,  hard-working  colonists, 
and  with  the  results  that  the  latter  are  being 
impoverished,  or  are  compelled  to  move  away. 
Here  the  same  purpose  is  sometimes  apparent  and 
will  probably  be  enforced  some  day.  It  would  be 
well  to  provide  a  legislative  remedy  against  ex- 
cessive  taxation. 

—A  short  lime  since  a  resident  of  Minas  Geraes 
decided  to  try  an  experiment  in  raising  fowls  by 
artificial  means,  and  for  this  purpose  he  ordered 
out  an  incubator  of  the  most  approved  pattern. 
Its  cost,  if  we  remember  the  figures  correctly,  was 
£22,  and  to  his  great  surprise  the  dutz  on  the 
machine  was  exactly  the  same  as  its  cost.  After 
that  he  had  the  delays  and  charges  on  the  Central 
railway  to  meet,  which  made  him  wish  that  he  had 
never  dreamed  of  initiating  such  an  enterprise  in 
Brazil. 

—The  Jotnal  da  GommerUe  says  that  the  gov- 
ernment last  year  contracted  with  the  Herptal 
factory,  of  Liege,  for  50,000  rifles  and  25,000,000 
cartridges,  paying  1,200,000$  in  advance.  The 
delivery  of  this  material  should  have  begun  in 
December  last,  but  up  to  the  past  month  not  one 
had  been  delivered.  The  Jomal  hears  that  the 
factory  is  not  even  mounted  for  the  work.  Another 
contract,  however,  was  made  with  Lewes  &  Co., 
of  Berlin,  for  75,000  rifles  and  35,000,000  car- 
tridges, on  which  j£6o,ooo,  costing  1,560,000$, 
were  advanced.  On  this  order,  14,000  rifles  have 
been  delivered  and  16,000  are  now  ready  for 
delivery. 


—A  great  scarcity  of  revenue  stamps  is  reported 
from  Sao  Paulo  and  Santos.  This  implies  a  great 
obstruction  to  business. 

—During  the  past  year  the  revenue  receipts  of 
the  city  of  Sao  Paulo  amounted  to  2,333,5941(1496, 
and  the  expenditures  to  1, 882,0451353. 

—In  the  bankruptcy  proceedings  against  L, 
Podesti  &  Sons,  of  Montevideo,  the  judge  esti- 
mates the  assets  at  $322,127,  and  the  liabilities 
1489.753'  of  which  $342,378  are  owing  to  the 
banks.     The  judge  refuses  to  grant  a  moratorium. 

—  A  Bahia  telegram  of  (he  13th  says  that 
the  state  authorities  have  provided  for  interest 
on  its  external  debt  by  the  purchase  ol  £  18,- 
800,  costing  475,637$790.  This  was  done  with, 
out  drawing  on  the  reserve  fund  deposited  in  the 
Banco  Emissor. 

—  The  April  receipts  of  the  Rio  Grande  (city) 
custom-house  amounted  to  o69t449$693,  against 
457t954$697  in  the  same  month  of  last  year. 
In  Pelotas  the  mesa  de  rendas  yielded  io5,047$556, 
state  revenue,  for  the  same  month,  and  the  customs 
section  of  the  office   89,990$673. 

—In  internal  affairs  the  only  matter  that  has  at- 
tracted much  attention  is  the  interminable  financial 
question.  A  little  dramatic  interest  was  lent  to 
it  lor  a  lime  by  the  appearance  of  the  20  gramme 
silver  dollars  which  the  minister  of  finance  arran- 
ged with  the  banks  to  put  into  circulation  before 
the  appointed  time,  with  the  object  of  accustom- 
ing the  public  to  handle  coin  once  more,  and 
perhaps  by  wearing  off  the  novelty  to  moderate 
the  rush  for  gold  on  the  1st  of  June.  It  must  be 
admitted  that  the  coins  are  admirably  calculated 
to  reduce  the  natural  attractiveness  of  hard  money 
to  a  minimum,  since  tliay  are  hideous  in  design, 
and  abominably  badly  minted.  In  spite  of  this 
their  first  appearance  was  hailed  with  enthusiasm 
by  the  general  public,  and  for  a  day  or  two  the 
tone  of  the  conversionist  press  was  almost  extrav- 
agantly jubilant.  It  has  not  taken  long  to  find 
out  that  silver  dollars  are  most  inconvenient  to 
carry  about,  and  although  a  metallic  basis  of  cur- 
rency is  a  matter  for  much  sober  rejoicing,  yet 
the  actual  handling  of  the  coin  has  its  drawbacks. 
The  issue  of  the  silver  coin  has  already  been 
suspended,  owing  to  the  sharp  rise  in  silver,  and 
consequent  fear  of  the  exportation  of  the  coin. 
With  silver  at  27d  the  new  dollars  were  intrinsi- 
cally worth  less  than  l6d,  but  when  the  London 
quotation  passed  30d.  a  margin  for  profit  on  ex- 
porting coin  became  visible,  the  market  rate  of 
exchange  being  only  i6#d.  This  position  of  affairs 
is  exceedingly  unfortunate,  and  if  silver  were  to 
settle  down  to  a  quotation  well  above  30d,  it  is 
clear  that  the  amount  of  fine  metal  in  the  stiver 
coinage  would  have  to  be  reduced.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  our  legislators  did  not  see  their  way 
frankly  to  make  the  silver  coinage  a  token  curren- 
cy, reducing  its  intrinsic  value  to  50%*,  or  there- 
abouts, of  the  face  value  as  in  England.  This 
would  put  a  stop  to  all  risk  of  exportation  of 
silver,  and  it  would  define  sharply  the  nature  of 
our  new  currency  system  t  monometallism  of  gold 
with  a  minimum  of  subsidiary  token  coinage  of 
silver  and  copper  for  (he  purposes  of  small 
change.  Of  course  we  can  quite  understand  the 
sentimental  motives  inducing  the  government  to 
issue  a  coin  as  much  like  the  old  siver  standard 
dollar  as  possible,  but  it  would  have  been  far 
better  to  have  had  the  courage  of  their  opinions, 
and  abandon  all  pretence  of  clinging  to  a  stan- 
dard silver  dollar  which  is  totally  out  of  place  under 
gp\dmonometa\lism.~Va/paraisoJ?eviezv,  April  15.

MARKET   REPORT. 

Fin  de  Janeiro,  13th  Slay,  1895. 
Exports. 

Coffee.— The  declared  sales  reported  during  the  past 
week  have  been  about  70,000  bags,  and  nearly  100,000  bags 
have  been  shipped,  by  nearly  all  the  houses  engaged  in  the 
trade,  but  to  a  large  extent  directed  to  the  United  States 
markets.  The  guia  business  is  still  in  abeyance,  for  the  first 
meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  interested  States,  real- 
ized on  the  11th,  apparently  resulted  in  nothing  definite,  and 
since  the  glh  the  coffee  market  has  shown  little  animation, 
although  the  qualities  from  No.  a  up  are  well  sustained  at 
the  quotations  we  give  below,  showing  an  advance  of  500 
rs  per  arroba  during  the  week. 

Receipts  are  reduced,  and  the  railway  is  now  showing  a 
good  deal  of  irregularity,  while  the  hurried  shipments  have 
brought  stock  down  by  50,000  bags.  In  addition  to  these 
influences  the  exchange  maiket  has  touched  ihe  lowest  point 
ever  known,  but  the  coffee  dealers  and  the  exporters  both 
show  hesitation,  which  is  directly  attributable  to  the  uncer. 
tainty  as  to  what  charges  are  to  be  levied  on  the  coffees  to  be 
shipped,  and  even  as  to  the  value  of  the  free  permits  that 
were  so  hastily  secured.  At  ihe  same  time  there  certainly  is 
an  impression  that  ftee  shipmeuls  will  be  the  result  of  the 
official  conference,  while  the  alternative  of  collecting  the 
whole  export  duty  of  1 1%,  when  ihe  coffees  arc  shipped  has 
not  a  lew  advocates.  Whatever  may  be  decided  will  pro- 
bably meet  with  no  opposition  from  exporters,  who  it  must  be 
confessed  have  been  most  unnecessarily  dragged  into  a  clis- 
CUSsion  in  which  their  interest  is  insignificant.
